in the Canadian Parliament have raised 


once more the question of Imperial defence, 


Canada proposes to expend only 1,500,000 
dollars én maritime defences during the 
coming year, Last year the cost of the 
Canadian Navy was 2,500,000 dollars; 
therefore, the reduction amounts almost to 
fifty per cent, All the naval colleges are 
being closed, and the Canadian Navy in the 
future will consist of two destroyers and 
four trawlers. The measure which embodied 
these startling reductions was passed with- 
out & division. It was supported by the 
Liberals and by the agrarian party; and 


the Conservative Opposition protested in 


vain. Mr. Meighen, who was the last 
Prime Minister, was particularly severe 
on the advocates of a smaller Navy. 
The burden of Imperial defence, he de- 
clared, must be borne by somebody, and 
“we just expect Tommy Atkins and the 
weary Titan to carry it.” He pointed out 
that even Australia was doing more for 
the naval defence of the Empire than the 
Dominion of Canada. Last year the ratio 
of expenditure between the two countries 
was 28 cents to 2.80 dollars in favour of 
Australia, while in the present year 
Canada’s contribution will shrink to 17 
cents. Mr. Meighen begged the Dominion 
Parliament not to assume the role of a 
‘“ sponger’’ on the British taxpayer; bat 
the Progressives, with their programme 
of ruthless economy, won the day. 

The British Empire's 
dwindling away. Before the war both 
Australia and Canada decided to supple- 
ment the British Navy with 
of their own, recognising that the in- 
habitants of the British Isles could not be 
expected in fairness to pay the whole cost 
of naval defence. New Zealand was on the 
point of following Australia’s example 
when the war broke out; South Africa 
decided to play a waiting game. After 
the war the representatives of the several 
Dominions were the first to admit that 
the British Navy had played the biggest 
part in the Allies’ victory, so far, at any 
as their particular interests were 
concerned. Had the German Navy 
triumphed, neither Australia nor New 
Zealand would have escaped the Prussian 
fang. South Africa would have fallen into 
the German scheme of intensive colonisa- 
tion, and even Canada might have paid 
the penalty of being British. The Im- 
perial Conference was held last year after 
Lord Lee of Fareham ‘had laid down the 
one-Power standard as Britain’s naval 
policy. All the Dominion representatives 
agreed in principle that the cost of the 
Empire's defence should be borne, not 
by Britain alone, but by all the nations 
of the Commonwealth. At Washington 
Britain, with the consent of the Dominions 
and India, accepted the Hughes plan of 
equal navies for Britain and the United 
States. Since that time the understanding 
of the Imperial Conference seems to have 
been forgotten.

The life of one of the most highly-placed 
ecclesiastics in the world is in grave peril.

A 
packed Convocation will be asked to elect 
a new Patriarch more amenable to Bol- 
shevist orders; and it is feared that the 
condemned to death.

The Music Trade. 


At the Music Industries’ Convention in 
Blackpool! yesterday the President gave a 
very favourable account of the conditions 
in the trade. The industries which are con- 
nected with music have resisted success- 
fully the trade and financial de- 
pression of the last two years. The 
main cause of this prosperous condi- 
tion of affairs was credited by the 
President of the Convention to the fore- 
sight and restraint of the members of the 
trade. In other industries stocks had 
been accumulated in great excess of the 
demand, and numerous bankrupicies 
followed hard upon the heels of the con- 
sequent “slnmp. ' Inthe music trade over- 
stocking was avoided, and steady business 
resulted in safe, if at times somewhat 
small, profits. Definite profits, however, 
are ensured to traders in music or musical 
instruments by reason of the enthusiasm 
for music of any sort which has continued 
to possess the people of Great Britain and 
Ireland since the war. During the post- 
war years music of every kind has won a 
popularity that it had not known for a 
deeade. Thus upon the fickle tastes of the 
multitude the fortunes of men depend.

Black Magic.

THE IRISH PACT.

Lor 
Birkenhead did not disguise trom the 
House the gravity of what had been done, 
but declined to deal further with the su 
ject, pending the conference between the 
co-signatories to the Treaty which was ‘to 
take place this week-end. Pending the 
arrival of the Irish signatories of the 
Treaty, there is a general unwillingness 
to discuss the present. situation. But 
anxiety is in no way lessened Iv the 
events of yesterday, both in North and 
South. :

RATEPAYERS’ PROGRAMME, 


The Standing Committee of the All-Ireland 
Ratepayers’ Association met yesterday in 
{ Dublin, Mr. P. Belton, President, in the chair. 

The meeting had under consideration the 
forthcoming elections, and, after exhaustive 
discussion, it was decided that a number of 
constituencies should be contested. “The exact 
number has not yet been determined, pending 
the receipt of adequate information from the 


country. 
The mecting decided upon a comprehensive 


‘programme of reforms to be advocated, as 


follows :— 

(1). Amendment of the Local Government 
(Ireland) Act 1898, with the object of—(a) re- 
moving ie present unfair incidence of taxa- 
lion; (b} eecuring the nationalisation of main 
roads; ie) abolishing the present costly systeni 
of collecting rates. 

(2). Revision of the Poor Law system recently 
adopted. and suspension of further develop- 
menis until the scheme is considered by the 
new Parliament. 

(3). Repeal of the National Health and Un- 
emplovment Insurance Acts, and a substitution 
therefor of State Help for the families of 
workers. 

(4). Unemplevinent to be relieved by a system 
of utility works financed by the Staie. 

(5). Housing—An extension of State aided 
house building in urban and rural Ireland, em- 
bodying an arrangement by which every tenant 
will ultimately own his house. 

(6). The suspension of repayment of all 
mortgaged loans and annuities io the Land 
Commission and the Board of Works for twelve 
months, to allow agriculture to recover from 
the depression. 

(7). Education—The reduction of school-leav- 
‘ng age from 14 to 12 years, and the eompulsory 
altendauce at evening schools until the age of 
16 years. Demonstration plots to be attached 
to primary and secondary schools. An increase 
in the number of County Agricultural Scholar- 
ships. Abolition of the Intermediate Education 


&ystem, and the substitution of one suited to 
the requirements of an agricultural country. 
(8). Industries-—-The protection of native in- 
dustries by every means. The immediate en- 
couragement of such. indusiries as work up 
Irish raw materials—-wool, hides, flax. and 
grain, w“- ' 

(9). A centralised police foise: an Army of 
such numerical strengih as the needs of tha 
naiion demands; and boib the servants of the 
people.

A BOHEMIAN LIFE. 


WIFE WHO SUFFERED FROM 
ENNUI. 
In the Divorce Court, London, yesterday, Mrs. 
I,. T. N. Simpson sought a decree for the resti- 
tution of conjugal rights against her husband, 
Mr. W. Simpson, a well-known architect. 
The respondent opposed the petition, saying 
that he had good cause for refusing to live with 
his wife, and alleging that he had been deserted 
for two years and upwards.

She wrote to her husband from time 
to time, and in one letter offered to return to 
London to him, if he desiredgit, as she recog: 
nised that she had done him a wrong. (Lan, 
ter.) She wrote that she would not live with- 
out love and had had a marriage proposal. The 
hu band refused to divorce her. 

The petitioner, counsel continued, then took 
up the position of a 'cruelly abandoned wife 
and asked her husband to provide her with a 
home. but counsel submitted there was never 
any genuine desire on her part to return to 
her husband. i

ATTACK ON WORKERS. 
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BOMB FLUNG AT TRAMCAR. 


A determined attack was made by gunmen 
upon workers who were going home after 6 
o'clock. Heavily-laden tram-cars. had passed the 
city centré, and were going up North street 
and Donegall street, while hundreds of 
pedestrians were walking on the footpaths, 
when fire was opened from the Millfield and 
Carrick Hill quarters. The workers 
including shipyard employés and  ware- 
room girls, hurriedly sought shelter. Special 
police and military came unon the scene 
and engaged the gunmen, and for half an hour 
a brisk tusillade was m progress. 

At Stanhope street a bomb was flung at a pass- 
ing tramear, but the missile missed the mark 
aud expicded in the middle of the strect with a 
terrific bang, wounding several people. Another 
bomb was thrown on the Crumlin road. About 
thirteen people were admitted to hospital, and 
the injuries in several of the cases were of a 
acrious nature. 

During some shooting on the Falls road a 
gravediggcr named James Telford, aged 65, re- 
siding at Broadway, wae shot dead. 

In the eveuing there were several further in- 
cendiary fires im the city, including oue in a 
store at the rear of J. and J. Haslett, Lid., 
wholesale general merchants, North street. 


TRAMCARS SET ON FIRE. 


Shorily after the tram service started in the 
morning an aitempt was made to burn a tram- 
car near the city cemetery. 

Eight armed men “held up ” ihe driver and 
eonducior, and then eaturaicd the car (upper 
and Jower decke) with paraffin oil. When it was 
well alight the brakes were released, and the 
car scent down the iucline rapidly. It was 
stopped by a workman, who pulled the trolley 
off the overhead wire. Members of the general 
public assisted in beating out the flames. 

The car was badly damaged, but, it is hoped, 
not irretrievably. The car was one of the Jutest 
pattern, and had only been in use a short 
uime, 

A second tram was sct on fire at 7 o'clock 
last night in the Falls road, It. wae “ held 
up ” by armed men, who eprinkled the vehicle 
inside and out with petrol and paraffin. It was 
almost completely destroyed, merely a mass of 
twisted metal remaining. 

Carnegio Free Li rary in the Palle road 
was selon fire Jast night and eeriously 
damaged. 

Shortiv before. 1 o'clock this. afternoén a 
bomb was thrown into the Charter’s branch of 
the New Northern Spinning Co., Lid. 

It exploded with great force and damaged 
woodwork, etc., but luckily no onc was injured. 


3483 ARRESTS. 
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TWO AMBUSHERS KILLED, 


The raids by military and police were con- 
tinued in the six counties yesterday, and at 3 
o'clock in the afternoon the Northern Home 
Office announced that the total number of pri- 
eoners was 348. 

In towns close to the border there was great 
excitement. At. Strabane, for instance, our 
Correspondent says that when the “' Specials ”' 
became active scores of “ wanted’ men raced 
towards the border, some on foot, others on 
bicycles, and others again in motor cars. 
Specials who left Ballymena yesterday to make 
raids were ambushed by men who occupied posi- 
tions on cliffs overlooking the Parkmore road. 
When the first volley was fired the police left 
their tenders and took cover. A fight, which 
lasted for two hours, followed. Two of the 
ambushers were killed and Sergeant Rutledge 
was slightly wounded. Rifles, revolvers, bando- 
lievs, and a motor car were found 
the ambushers’ positions. 

Further along the road the police found that 
two bridges had been destroved.

CONSTABULARY BILL.

ULSTER’S POSITION. 
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(FROM OUR OWN REPORTER.) 


BELFAST, Wednesday Night. a 

At an Empire Day celebration held by 
the British Empire Union and the National 
Citizens’ Union in the Assembly Hall 
here to-night, the Lord Mayor of Belfast 
presiding, the following message was sent 
to His Majesty the King :— 

“The members of the Ulster branch of the 
British Empire Union and the National 
Citizens’ Union, and others loyal to Your 
Majesty, assembled this evening in celebration 
of Empire Day, desire to lay at the foot of 
the Throne a dutiful expression of devotion to 
your person; and of attachmeni. to the Empire. 
On the long list of empire-builders during the 
past 300 vears will be found the names of the 
Ulster sailors and soldiers, statesmen. and ad- 
ministrators, and on lst Julv, 1916, on the 
banks of the Somine, the men of the Ulster 
Division who could die, but who never 
surrender, sealed wiih their blood another great 
chapter in the history of our Imperial province, 
ior God end King and for country. 

“The ruthless campaign of murder and de- 
struction now’ being waged in our midst by our 
implacable foes serves but to strengthen the’ 
hereditary atiachment to Your - Majesty's 
Empire of the loval inhabitants of our Im- 
perial province of Ulster.

Mr. J. M. Andrews, Minister for Labour, in 
apologising for the absence of the Prime Minis- 
ier in consequence of illness, said that no other 
man had the power to bring them inio calm 
waters. They felt that there were dangerous 
times ahead, but so long as thev remained 
true to the traditions of their race they would 
have nothing io fear. Right must trimnph over 
wrong, and Joyaliy must triumph over dis- 
lovalty. 

Hie knew that Ulster men and women 
earnestly desired peace, but it must be peace 
with honour. In no circumstances would the 
people of Ulster be léd into a so-called Free 
State or Irish Republic. They claimed to be 
part of the British Empire, and part of the 
British Empire they intended to remain. 


NATIONALITY AND CRIME. 
AN UNREASONABLE DEMAND. 


Lord Hugh Cecil, who was received with 
creat enthusiasm, said that nationality repre- 
sented by murder and arson was a source of 
evil, instead of benefit to the communitv. The 
aspiration of nationality was like a human 
passion which needed control. They claimed, 
in supporiing thé British Empire, that they 
were avoiding the excess of nationality. There 
must be no organised violence, but obedience 
to the law. 

“H was unreasonable to ask that the people 
of vhat province sheuld’ go out from the pro- 
tection of the British Empire and join a com- 
munity which had departed from the principles 
of morality. There were grave reasons for not 
going in under Home Rule eight years ago, 
but these were casi into the shade by what was 
happening now. The policy of their opponents 
was erecied by murder and dominated by 
murder. That was a conclusive argument 
against, those who would seck io untte all 
freiand under the domination of a Dublin 
Pyriament, As long as, there was outrage, 
murder, and arson going on there was no room 
for political debate.” 


PUBLIC OPINION. 


Referring to the part which religion had 
played in recent occurrences, he said that, so 
far as the Irish Roman Catholic clergy and 
bishops had gone, there wae something dia- 
creditable to them in the outburste of ‘crime 
4iuj outrage which had. diagraced Ireland. 

Their public opinion sould not become so 
demoralised that they would. screen crime be 
cause the criminals werd of their own faith. 
They were the enemies of crimigals and the 
friends of honest men no matter what their 
faith. He knew how diffieult it was to main- 
tain the tradition of British peace as it should 
be maintained, but if they gave loyal support 
to the Northern Government victory was 
assured. If they heiped the police they would 
soon break up the conspiracy and restore peace. 

They . would never be able to build up order 
by methods of lawlessness and _ retaliatory 
crimes. That would have an opposite effect to 
what they desired. He concluded by earnestly 
exhorting them to give every help to the police 
and to the Government.

that there is no doubt that the officers were 
taken to the mountains in West Cork and 
murdered.

Lieutenant Dore, who was 235 years old, left 
Sandhurst in 1915, joined up, and went. to 
France, where he was wounded three times.

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METHODISTS AND UNION,

SCHEME TO BE SUBMITTED. 

A meeting of the Methorlist Union Com-

It was uilimately agreed by a large majority 
io send a resolution to cach of the three 
Methodist annual Conferences containing the 
following statement :—' The Committee, after 
careful and prolonged consideration, extending 
over four years, during which ample oppor- 
tunity has been given for mutual consultation, 
is convinced that neither on doctrinal nor on 
financial grounds, nor on questions of Church 
government are jhere any obstacles to Methodist 
union which with good-will cannot be . over. 
come,” . 

The Committee further recommended the 
three Conferences to submit the scheme t6 the 
December quarterly meetings" for their con- 
sideration, on the understanding that the ques- 
tion as to whether or not Methodist union was 
to be oarried into effect should not be éub- 
mitted to the local Courts unti] after the Con: 
ferences of 1923. Also that the three Coón- 
ferences should re-appoint their representatives 
to the United Committee.

General Higginson, & vetired British 
military officer; was fired at and seriously 
wounded yesterday near the town of 
Tipperary, - á“? 

He had been the guest of Mr. George 
Townsend, Cordangan Manor, estate agent 
to Lord Barrymore, Cordangan Manor is 
about’ two miles from Tipperary, and Mr. 
Townsend is at present absent from home. 

At a bend in the road about midway between 
the Manor and Tipperary, General Higginson 
states that hé encountered. two youths with ‘ 
revolvers. They demanded possession of the 
trap, and the General whipped up the pony 
and drove away. 

The youths fired, wounding him in the neck, 
back, and shoulder. General Higginson became 
partly unconscious, and the pony galloped on 
and pulled up at the gates of Cordangan Manor. 
General Higginson was taken into the house 
in a collapsed condition, and was subsequently 
attended by Dr. Dowling, of Tipperary. Al- 
though he is seriously wounded, he is progress- 
ing well. 

General Higginson, who is aged about 50, 
was stationed in Tipperary Lefore the war 4s 
Colonel of the Shropshire Regiment, He went 
from Tipperary in command of the Shropshires 
to the war, where he was wounded.

QUESTIONS IN PARLIAMENT. 
Questions were asked in the House of Com- 
mons yesterday regarding the personne! and 
qualifications of wireless hoard 
large vesse's. 
lt was suggested that a ship which picked up 
the call from the sinking Egypt was not able 
tuke steps to render aid as the wireless 
“watcher” on duty- while a fully qualified 
operator was off watch, had not the technical 
knowledge necessary to interpret the messages. 
Mr. Raldwin said that a formal Board of 
Trade inquiry would cxamine all circumstances 

relevant to the disaster. 

The matter was raised by Sir Robert Thomas, 
who asked if the President of the Board of 
Trade had any information that the Lascar 
crew of the Egypt were seized with panic, and 
with revolvers in their Lands prevented women 
taking to the lifeboats, and whether he would 
teke steps to prevent Lascars on passonger 
steamers carrying hrearms. 

Mr. Baldwin —! have no information at pre- 
sent on this matter bevond whai has appearea 
in the Press. 1 am ordering a forma! inyvestt- 
gation. 

Mr.” Mills asked the President of the Board of 
Trade if his attention had been called to the 
reports of shins’ captains who received the wire- 
less S.O.8. from the Egypt and of their state- 
ments that they could not get details of lati- 
tude and longitude in order to proceed to the 
rescue; whether he could state the personne/ 
of the wireless staff: how many were fully 
qualified wircless operators, and whether or no 
watchers were emploved on passenger-carrying 
vessels as allowed by the Merchant Shipping 
Act, 1919. 

Mr. Baldwin—No reports have yet heen re- 
ceived by the Board of Trade from ships’ cap- 
tains who received the wireless message 8.0.5. 
from the Egypt to the effect that they were 
unable. to obtain details of latitude and 
longitude from the vessel, but reports on the 
subject are being obtained. The Pav pt carried 
three fully qualified wireless operators. Ocean- 
going passenger vessels which carry more than 
200 persons in all are required to have three 
fully qualified operators. Ocean-going vessels, 
whether passenger or cargo, which have less 
than 200 persons on board, carry one or two 
fully qualified operators, as the case may be, 
and, m addition, one or two certificated 
watchers. 

Mr. Mills—-Will the right hon. gentleman 
make close inquiry inio the statement made 
with rerard:to the steamsitip Titan. that the 
on'y qualified wireless operator stated that he 
was reeeiving, stroug signals from the Fgypt 
before he went off 'watch,. and, when he re- 
turned to duty twe hours after the accident, 
there came, for the first tifne to his know- 
ledge, something which would have been valu- 
able had the watcher during the whole period 
had scientific knowledge; and whether, under 
those circumstances, the right hon. gentleman 
does not think that some fresh investigation 
ought to be made into these men being allowed 
to take duties which they ave not competent to 
discharge ? 

Viscount Curzon—Is he aware ‘that the wire- 
less operator on the Fgypt. a London bey, 
went down with the greatest heroism, and died 
at his post? 

Mr. Baldwin-—It is perfectly obvious - that 
every relevant question must be fully. investi- 
gated. 

Mr. Mills—In view of the supplementary 
question which has been asked, | want to make 
it perfectly clear that I imputed no cowardice 
ta anybody.

“THE TIMES ” OF TO-DAY SAYS: 

The grave doubts and auxicties we have felt 
in regard to the Collins-de Valera agreement 
have in no way been relieved by the speeches 
at Tuesday's Ard Fheis. Even though we 
make every allowance for the circumstances 
that render co-operation against chaos desirable 
in the interests of Iveland, and for the tone 
of mutual conciliation that the protagonists 
have adopted, we find in their words more than 
enough to justify alarm. It might, perhaps, 
have been foolish to look for any recantation 
from-Mr. de Valera, but some of Mr, Collins’s 
phrases scem plainly to indicate a hardening 
of the attitude of himself and, presumably, ot 
his colleagues. 

As might have been foreseen, the first fruits 

of Saturday s agreement have been a wideving 
of the rift between Northern and Southern Ire- 
land. Tn Sir James Craig’s speech we see the 
inevitable reaction of the people he represents 
from Southern Republicanism. Mr. de Valera 
end his friends have never escaped, and never 
will escape, the dilemma that their ambitions 
are irreconcilable with Irish unity. On the 
other hand, no sooner did the Provisional Go- 
vernment meet the Government of Northern 
Ireland in a conciliatory spirit than avenues 
that might ultimately have led te Irish union 
were disclosed. 
We, do not know what Mr. Collins meani by 
“ facing the situation im the North-East.”’ but, 
if the new coalition in the South spells a re- 
versal of the Provisional Government's policy 
of two months ago, then the outlook is dark 
indeed. Only throngh a medws virendi between 
North and South can there be peace in either 
part of Ireland.

TAXATION, 


With regard to taxation which this House 
controls, the produce is so relatiyely small no 
increase could appreciably assist us, even if we 
contemplated such a policy.

Those who pay entertainment tax are 
groaning at present under an alleged burden, 
and claim that their business is being ruined.

The expenditure shown in the second De- 
partment is exceptional in its character, and 
such as it is to be hoped will be non-recurrent.

BELFAST MURDERS. 


AN OFFICIAL DENIAL, 


An,officia] denial was issued in Belfast yester- 
day in regard to the statement which was pub- 
lished yesterday morning to the effect that, “ al- 
though nine-tenths of the murders in Ulster are 
committed by Protestants against Catholics, it 
is only against one side that the authorities take 
prompt and drastic measures.’’ 

The official statement also points out that the 
telegram from the Belfast Catholic Protection 
Committee to Mr. Winston Churchill, Secretary 
of State for the Colonies, makes»mo mention of 
the Protéstants and members 
forces who have been killed. During the period 
referred to in the telegram sixteen Protestants 
were murdered in Belfast alone. Included in 
this total were three men who were placed side 
by side against a wall at their place of work 
and shot dead, a fourth man, also a Pre- 
testant, being wounded. 

During the same period 31 warehouses and 
businéss promises belonging to Protestant firms 
were by armed incendiaries, and in many 
cases destroyed. Olaims for compensation for 
malicious burning of Protestant firms in the 
city during the past two months amounted to 
almost three quarters of a million pounds. 

It is also pointed out that no mention is made 
in the telegram to Mr. Churchill of the dama 
done throughout Ulster during the last week- 
end, when Protestant mansions of historic in- 
terest were destroyed.

Official figures 
chow that the numbers killed are practically 
equal on both sides, and those fully conversant 
with the position in Ulster to-day know that 
there was no destruction of life and property 
until the first action of aggression by the 
Catholic gunmen.”

‘In his address to the Dublin Chamber 
of Commerce yesterday the President, ~ 
Mr. William Hewat, 
referred to the grave effect that the un- 

settled state of Ireland had on trade, 

He said that the Provisional Govern- 
ment’s attempt to function had been a 
conspicuous failure, Everywhere in Ire- 
land there was fear—‘‘fear to purchase 
anything, fear to have anything for sale, 
fear of violence, fear that your life’s work 
may be destroyed before your eyes, fear of 
being driven from your home.” 

Mr. Hewat made a vigorous protest 
against the destruction of property. He 
called attention also to the defects of the 
posta] service; and, on behalf of the 
trading community, offered strong opposi- 
tion to any proposal to nationalise the 
railways. 


FEAR EVERYWHERE, 
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PROVISIONAL GOVERNMENT 
CENSURED. 


in the course of his address, Mr. Hewat said 
the Provisional Government had had a difficult 
time in connection with their efforts to function. 
The attempt had been a conspicuous failure, 
and they, had, perhaps wisely, thrown up the 
sponge and decided to coalesce. 

The members of the Chamber, as business 
men, were deeply concerned about the state of 
the country. He would not be discharging his 
duty to the trading community which they re- 
presented if he did not protest against the de- 
struction of property that had taken place, and 
make an appeal to those concerned to consider 
the amount of mental, bodily, and material 
suffering that was being brought upon innocent 
poople. When the Treaty was signed speeches 
were made about the glowing prospects of the 
country under the new ordtr of things, and 
everyone seemed to ‘enter into the spirit of the 
time with szost. . 

“Go anywhere in Ireland to-day,” said the 
Chairman, “and you will find fear—fear to 
purchase anything, fear to have anything for 
sale, fear of violence, fear that your life’s work 
may be destroyed before your eyes, fear of 
being driven from your home, as thousands 
have been.” Trade, he continued, was at a 
standstill, and so far from new capital for fresh 
enterprise being available, traders were fearful 
lest what capital they had in business might be 
lost. Farmers weré afraid to till the land in 
some places; unemployment was rampant, and 
the prosperity of the country was being under- | 
mined. It was a gloomy picture. 

The future was with the younger generation, 
to whom they must look for any building-up 
of a nation. Was it too much to appeal to 
them to consider carefully where all this was 
leading?

n the question of nationalisation he was 
authorised to say that any proposal to 
nationalise the railways would not only nov 
have the support, but would be op by the 
business = et who were the principal 
users of railways. Nationalisation in any sha 
or form would, in their opinion, paralyse the 
usefulness of railways, woul add to 
their burdens by iner taxation, would 
result in the taking on of armies of 
unnecessary employés, and lead to ills which 
they knew of, and many that they could not 
anticipate. Every stationmaster in a country 
town would be a high State official, and the 
most strenuous occupation of the porter would 
be to regulate the traffic. 


TRADE UNIONISM. 


One could easily understand why trade 
unions should concentrate all their energies 
towards obtaining such a hold on the State as 
would be secured by the control of the rail- 
ways: they were out all the time for class 
legislation; they thought that they were the 
only class with any right to be considered. 
“ But,” said Mr. Hewart, “ the benefits accruing 
to the country through an expensive system 
of State control of industry is not at present 
obvious to our minor intellects.” 

That great improvements could be secured 
in the working of the railways was not denied, 
and the Commission could do much immediate 
good by recommending the companies to come 
together and jointly put their house in order. 
Traders claimed their right to use every 
avenue for the transport of their goods to keep 
alive the spirit of competition. The exercise 
of initiative was one of their most prized rights. 
As traders, they claimed that there must be 
a substantial reduction in the rates for transit:

A MAN OF MANY FRIENDS. 


The Provost of Trinity College, in an address 
to the congregation, said that they had not 
come there to listen to a panegyric or an ad- 
dress, byt to pay a last tribute of affection to 
an old riend, Charles Mease was a man of 
many friends. For many yeard the Dublin 
ms Play Kg band o ogee avd there 
were few, he — in that large company 
who had a la number of friends than their 
friend who had just to his rest. One of 
his brother clergy had said to him in the vestry 
five minutes ago that Dean Mease was the 
kindest man he ever knew. That was it. 
Charles Mease always tried to think kindly of 
other people. He hated to pass adverse judg- 
ment, and was no partisan, but a man of 
charitable heart, and so he had many friends. 

He (the Provost) knew him for more than 
forty years, which was his title to take a part 
in laying him to rest. Dean Mease and he 
were young men together in the University, and 
then, twenty yeats a they were very in- 
timately associated in St. Patrick’s Cathedral, 
which Mease loved to the end of his days. 
He loved the Cathedral, and he valued highly 
the canonry which came to him in due course. 

He (the Provost) could not speak with the 
same intimacy of n Mease’s work in the 
Chapel Royal or of his work in that parish 
during the last ninéteen years; but that was 
not necessary, for the parishioners knew him, 
and they knew the kind of man he was. 
But as he looked back upon his 
ministerial work two things scemed to 
him to be conspicuous; and the first was 
their friend’s deep and unaffected reverence in 
public worship, especially in the celebration of 
the Holy Communion. As one watched him in 
church, one knew that he felt himself to be a 
minister of secred mysteries. That was the, 
secret of his fastidious attention to detail in the 
public worship of the Church. His reverence 
showed itself in evéry gesture. He was always 
a, devoted son of the Church, and the spirit. of 
the Prayer Book inspired all his public ministry,

very highly. Dean Mease took a deep interest 
in education, and in his york in connection with 
the schools le was conscientious, diligent and 
kind, as the boys and girls of Morgan’s and 
Mercer’s Schools could testify: But there is 
more than that. It is by his pastoral ministra- 
tions in the homes that are visited by sickness 
and sorrow that a clergyman is most severely 
tested, and Dean Mease’s parishioners knew 
how faithful and how true a son of consolation 
he was when he visited a stricken home. That 
was just because he had a really kind heart. 
He could rejoice with them that did rejoice 
and weep with them that wept 

But that was not/the chief reason of his 
success as a parish clergyman. His parishioners 
knew that he had taken the deeper truths of 
the Gospel to himself. Men knew that he meant 
what he said when hé spoke of the love of God 
and the redemption of Jesus Christ. Once or 
twice he saw Dean Mease in his last long illness, 
and he was just the same. He was not a man 
who chan He was quiet, unaffected, rest- 
ing in prayer and in the humility of faith. They, 
his friends liked to think of these things, which 
brouglit a man peace at the last. They liked to 
think. of his kind, quiet, reverent spirit and 
simple unostentatious faith. 

When using the Prayer for the Church Mili- 
tant they thought of those who had departed 
in the faith and fear of Christ.

COMMERCIAL MEN’S VIEWS. 


Mr. Wilham Hewat was examined on behalf 
of the Dublin Chamber of Commerce. He said 
that the immediate pressing need from the 
trader's point of view was a substantial reduc- 
tion in the rates for goods, The existing rates, 
which came into operation in Sepiember, 1920, 
represented an increase over pre-war rates of 
120 pet cent. on tonnage rates and 150 per cent. 
on the small scale rates. In the case of the 
G.S. and W.K. the increase in tonnage rates was 

per cent. Thé rates were raised to meet the 
increased working expenses, due.to the rises in 
prices of fucl, materials, and wages, which had 
risen with the cost of living: but since that 
time considerable savings had been effected by 
the railway companies both as regards wages 
and material. In some figures published in 
January of the present year the annual savings 
under these heads were estimated at—wages 
£1,450,000, and materials £1,500,000; but no 
correspondi reduction had peen made in the 
rates of railway carriage, which was a very 
heavy burden on trade. 

A reduction in the railway rates would stimu- 
late trade, more employment would be given, 
and the company would benefit by increased 
revenue. A reduction should also be made in 
both passenger rates and in parcels carried by 
passenger ‘trains. ‘he Chamber of Commerce 
also advocated a substantia] reduction in com- 
mercial travellers’ tickets. Witness complained 
of the owner's risk rates, and said that many 
complaints had been received of the interpreta- 
tion by the companies of the conditions imposed 
in accepting goods for conveyance at owner's 
risk.

be fire originated in the receiving section of 
the five-storey building, and it had been in 
progress for some time before the Fire Brigade 
arrived at the scene. It had got the receiving 
stores well within its grip, and the efforts of 
the brigade were concentrated in an effort to 
save the main building. 

here was a plentiful supply of water at 
hand, as the building is situated on one of the 
banks of the canal, and after a. determined 
struggle, lasting over three hours, the brigade 
succeeded in getting the fire under control, but 
not, however, until the building had ' become 
merely a shell of its former self. Some of the 
adjoining buildings suffered slightly in the at- 
tempt to narrow the scope of the fire and to 
keep it within that portion of the premises in 
which it had originated.

The real 
value of the property destroyed cannot be 
stated until the value of the malt, grain 
machinery, etc., has been ascertained, but a 
rough estimate fixes it approximately at £15,000.
